The Drought Area 
Relief Act 


The Drought Area Relief Act has 
been passed to enable persons residing 
in certain areas of Southern Alberta 
and their creditors to adjust their 
accounts, and to prevent the dissipa- 
tion of the resources of needy residents 
by a multiplicity of action and other 
legal proceedings 

Any person who has been resident 
and actively engaged in farming oper- 
ations in such drought avea for atdeagt 
one year prior to January Ist, 1922, 
and is still resident and enguged in 
farming can come within the provis- 
ions of the Act 

The duty of the Commissioner is to 
endeavor to adjust matters between 
residents in the said area and their 
creditors eo as to provide for the sutis- 
faction of just claims 

Any resident farmer within the 
drought relief area, ov any creditor of 
such resident farmer, can apply to 
the Commissioner for an enquiry into 
an adjustment of bis affairs 

It is recommended that applications 
be forwarded at once. as if there is 
any delay the detail work necessary 
in the adjustment of each account 
cannot be completed in time afier the 
crop is harvested 

Any resident farmer, or creditor, 
failing to make application before 
August 15th. next does so at his own 
risk as it may not be possible to get 
the necessary help and complete en- 
quiries after that date 

Applications for such relief, and to 
come under the provisions of the Act, 
should be made at once, in writing to 
the Commissioner, Drought Area 
Relief Act, 820 Lougheed Building, 
Calgary, so that steps can be taken 
to make the necessary inquiry

During the Great War and in the years since, men responsible for the 
administration of national finances the world over have been confronted with 
great dificulty in balancing their annual budgets They have had to over 
come obstacles of all kinds War expenditures had resulted in piling up 
national det to unprecedented heights, the interest charges on which alone 
called for enormous sums annually Pensions, care of disabled soldiers, re- 
establishment of soldiers, call for further large sums each year During the 
war years ordinary expenditures on capital account were discontinued, and 
with the close of the war many services were found to have deteriorated and 
ealled for large sums of money to make good the previous years’ enforced 
neglect 

Larger revenues had, therefore, to be obtained and there was only. one 
way to get e money—by increasing taxation But taxation had to be im- 


posed in such a way as to interefere as little as possible with business during 
the difficult period of readjustment from a war to a_peace basis when the 
whole world was engaged in the task of reconstruction, when hundreds of 
thousands of people were ruined, and with unemployment of millions of men 
and women Governments only exist by

W. S. Fielding in his first budget since again assuming the office of 
finance minister appears to have taken a leafgout of the books of British 
ministers Reductions in expenditure in many departments of government 
were notd in the Estimates, and even these were further reduced in the 
Commons, notably in tére militia and naval departments. The budget now 
announces the imposition of increased taxation. There are certain reduc- 
tions in Customs duties, principally by way of increases in the British prefer- 
ential tariff, and there is a removal of a number of restrictions to trade which 
should prove beneficial all round, but from a revenue standpoint these reduc- 
tions are more than offset by increased taxation in other ways. 

lit is in the form of raising this additional revenue that Mr. Fielding is 
following the example of British ministers The much needed_new revenue 
is to come from heavier taxation on luxuries, and upon transactions carried 
through by men and corporations of larger means and wealth. There are 
increased taxes imposed on liquors, both intoxicating and known as soft 
drinks, on the higher priced cigars and cigarettes, on automobiles, on bank 
cheques, telegrams and cablegrams, on the note circulation of banks, and 
through an increased sales tax. In other words, those people in the Domin- 
ion who are best able to pay are to be required to do so. 

Of course, there will be criticism from all these quarters, and already 
associations representing this and that particular interest are demanding re- 
consideration by the Government of this and that tax.

The smallest gold coin in the world 
has just been minted at Geneva for 
the use of the League of Nations.

clete dés Nations. So tiny is the 
coin, however, that the letters can be 
read only by the aid of a powerful 
magnifying glass, while its weight is

stamp. The gold franc is not intend- 
ed for general circulation. It repre- 
sents the unit of universal value in 
which the forthcoming budget of the 
League of Nations is to be calculated. 
Its actual weight is given officially as 
.03225805 of a gramme.

At these times care is taken to keep 
him frem disturbing noises, although 
modern writers on the subject do not 
state that he is inspired to greater 
effort by music served with his meals. 
If not, it is perhaps because Oriental 
musie would more favor distraction 
than the contemplative calm most 
conducive to the silk worm’s task of 
rutting on weight. 

Having full-grown silk 
worm, he sets about the serious busi 
ness of life, the spinning of the 
‘oon and eight to twelve hundred con 
tinuous yards of silken thread, This 
takes three or four drys, and in most 
his life shortly afterwards ends 
n hot water, as might be expected of 
me so early showing a_ predilection 
for bright lights.

rolden colored, raw silk all ready for 
he mills.

A reeord in the trans-shipment of 
silk from Japan to New York was re 
cently made by the C.P.R. On April 
29, the Canadian Pacifie steamer 
‘Empress of Russia,’’ left Yokohama 
carrying im her cargo 3,000 bales of 
silk for New York. Two minutes 
later the ‘‘ Bay State,’’ another Paci 
fie liner, left a near-by dock with 
1,500 bales of silk bound for the 
same destination, It was a race across 
the Pacifie Ocean and the American 
continent, and silk and shipping men 
of two continents watched for the re- 
sult. On arrival at Vancouver the 
‘‘Empress of Russia’’ silk was placed 
on a special train, which was ordered 
to make all possible speed to New 
York, The silk was delivered there 
at 5.20 p.m., May 12, while the cargo 
of the 8.8. ‘‘Bay State’’ was de 
livered 7.30 a.m., May 15, the Cana- 
dian Pacific through time from Yoko- 
hama to New York having been 62 
hours and 1 minute faster than that 
of the rival line, and a record be- 
tween these two points was thus es- 
tablished. Despite the fact that it 
was a 17 car train, the time consumed 
Setween Vancouver and Prescott, On- 
tario, was only 8 days, 17 hours, and 
57 minutes. Canada’s fastest regular 
passenger train is the C.P.R. ‘‘Trans 
Canada Limited,” which runs from 
Montreal tg Vancouver in 92 hours, 
and from Toronto to Vancouver in 88 
‘ours, leaving both cities daily.« The 
shipping of this silk has definitely 
settled the supremacy of the Canadian 
route as the quickest to and from the 
Orient, and means much to the future 
trade of Canada,
